9. Effects if the New Facilit is Not Provided. If the new bachelor officers’ quarters are not provided, bachelor officers assigned tothlsActivlt ad student officers in tralmlng here will continue to be forced to seek housing through off-base commercial enterprises,
taking what is available at whatever prices are charged and thus, receive a basic allowance for quarters to partially off-set the cost.

i0. Justification for Size & Scope of the Near Facility. The requirements for bachelor o#ficers housing is based on the Navy-wide fac-tors of 25 of the permanent and lO( of student and transient officers. This item (1711 men) and a building presently under constructioz(144 men) "iLI provide 86% of the requirement. A future item, P-104, will rehabilitate 51 spaces in existing buildings to fulfill the
total requirement of 366 men.
